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DETAILED ACTION 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 , 4-5, 
and 8 are allowed because a search of prior art of record failed to teach, either alone or 
in combination, method of predistorting an input signal, the method comprising: using an 
outer predistortion function to adjust an input signal to produce an outer predistorted 
signal o an inner predistortion function; using the inner predistortion function to adjust 
the outer predistorted signal to produce an inner predistorted signal to be applied to a 
distortion generating circuit; producing the outer predistortion function using the outer 
predistorted signal and an output of the distortion generating circuit; and producing the 
inner predistortion function using the inner predistorted signal and an output of the 
distortion generating circuit. 

Gentzler (U.S. Patent 621 1733) teaches a predistortion method comprising an 
inner and outer distortion function (Gentzler, column 3, lines 1-65; figure 1). Gentzler 
fails to teach producing the inner predistortion function using the inner predistorted 
signal and an output of the distortion generating circuit. 

Gagey et al. (U.S. Patent Application Publication 2004/0037364) teaches a 
predistortion method (Gagey et al., paragraphs 11-16). Gagey et al. fails to teach an 
inner and outer predistortion functions.
